The dates by the French mail are to the lat Jan., and were 
Wrought by the P. and O. Company's steamer Granada, which 
made a long passage, not arriving at Shanghai till the 13th, 

It was understood that the Tyooon was to leave Yedo for 
Miako about the middle of January, It is said that the great 
Daimios who have been urging upon the Mikado a liberal foreign 
‘policy consider that their purpose is effected, and await the 
‘coming only of the Tycoon for the final conclusion of that im- 
‘portant determination. 

The new Embassy to Europe has been finally determined on. 
‘The Commercial News says :—" Bearing in mind their avowed 
wpolicy of exclusion from this port—if not from Japan alto- 
gether—it is not to be wondered at that they should attempt 
‘to effect in theirown way what they failed to do by ordinary 
diplomacy. Their faith in a diplomacy, however, is not ex- 


hausted ; aa concessions which they have been peremptorily 
refused by foreign representatives they believe will be granted 
by foreign Sovereigns, as in the case of Osaca, &.; and so 
they have resolved to carry their request to the fountain heads 
at the Courts of Europe and America, by sending another Em- 
bassy, which, we heard of late, is to consist of Okubo Bungo, 
no Kami, late Governor of Nagasaki, Ikida Tzekugo-no- Kami 
and Awa-to [Hantaro, Omet’ske, with the usual staff of attend- 
ants, Their departure has, we hear, been postponed to about 
the 12th February next. Monsieur Degron leaves by the mail 
of the Ist of January for Shanghai in order to make arrange- 
ments for the Japanese Embassy in the French mail steamer, 
by which linc they mean to proceed to Europe at their own 
expense,” 

‘Lhe destruction by fire of the Tycoon’s Palace at Yedo, which 
we have already heard of vis San Francisco and New York, is 
confirmed by these advices. Our contemporary last quoted 
reports :—'The palace, or rather palaces, of the Tycoon—all 
within the great moat, which the Japanese call, by way of pre- 
eminence, the Gohonmaroo—have been destroyed by fire ; but 
a conflagration in Japan is a very ordinary incident, and one 
which, on au average, fulls to the lot of a Tycoon as often as 
to that of a peasant. It is said that the palaces were blown 
up and fired by gunpowder, and that Hitohs’ bashi is the author 
of this last attempt on the life of the Tycoon. For various 
reasons, which we need not detail at present, we think this 
very likely ; stil, we can give it only asa report.” The fire, 
however, took place on the 22nd December, and not on Christ- 
mas-day, as stated in the American account. 

On the same day, the new residence of Messrs. Louis Knif- 
fler and Co., situated in the centre of the main street of Yoko- 
hama, was totally destro;ed by fire. The alarm brought to 
the spot all the aid of the settlement and of the ships in har- 
bour; but the day was windy, and it was impossible to save 
the building. Great sympathy and goodwill were displayed by 
his Excellency Okoobo Kiye-no Kami, Governor of Kanagawa, 


:| who, with his staff, hastened to the scene of the fire, planting 


his fire brigade standard close by, and which, it was evident, 


i, | some hundreds of his countrymen wero prepared to follow, if 


their assistance was acceptable. We witnessed the whole 
matter from beginning to end (says the Herak!), and we saw 
that members of the Japanese fire-brigade, hearing the alarm, 
rushed from their sundry employments ia all directions, ran 
to their lodge or rendezvous, and seizing their implements and 
ladders, hastened towards the fire. 

The United States frigate Jamestown left on the 25th Decem- 
ber, under special orders ; of course, the surmise was that she 
would keep a look out for the Alabama. 

Trade has shown a downward tendency ; but this (observes 
the Commercial News) we anticipated ; for, notwithstanding the 
unusual influx of silk, tea, and cotton to this market a few weeks 
ago, we had previously known and stated that there was a cer- 
tain accumulated stock at Yedo destined for this market, and 
that when this stock should be exhausted a decided slack- 
ness would follow. This is proving to be true ; for during the 
last ten or fifteen days no silk has come to market ; and with 
the exception of raw cotton, the supply of export com- 
modities is comparatively small. In fact, it is con- 





fined entirely to raw cotton. Owing to the rumoured 
troublesome times in the interior, imports have been neglected, 
camlets alone receiving attention at a decline from former quo- 
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tations, Until greater safety is vouchsafed merchants by the 
Japanese Government in their dealings with foreigners, we fear 
a cessation on trado will necessarily ensue, To this we may 
add, as a matter of record, that native chops at Yokohama con- 
tinue to close. The detrimental influence has extended even 
to provisioners and poultry dealers; and in a stroll through 
the native town one cannot help observing the altered condi- 
tion of things, Upon inquiry as to what this state of things 
is owing, the cause is generally assigned to the action of tho 
“ronins,” who are said’ to be unusually numerous and trouble- 
some in and about Yedo at present. One is tempted, how- 
ever, to question this explanation, and to assign the real cause 
to the policy of the Government, ‘They have of late re- 
peatedly expressed their intention to suspend, or close alto- 
gether, the business of this port; and the manner in which 
trade has alternately advanced and receded of late leaves no 
doubt that itis wholly in the leading strings of the Government, 
who guide it as they please. 

The Herald corroborates the above. It states :—“In 
Japanese affairs there is little worth notice, excepting, indeed, 
the closing of sundry shops in the native town. Some say 
that this is the result of the intimidation and murderous 
assaults which have been a good deal practised of late upon 
persons known to be trading with foreigners, We have been 
credibly informed that at Yedo alono, 38 persons, including 
even females, have been recently murdered for having traded 
with foreigners ; aud the Gorojio state, truly, we presume, that 
Yedo is so infested with bands of Ronins at present, os to ren- 
der it highly dangerous for foreigners to visit that city. Some 
of the Tycoon’s ministers visited Yokohama and called on the 
Foreign representatives during the week. We hear they mean 
to come again soon after Christmas, but the object of their visit 
is not yet. known.” 

2 Dates have been received from Nagasaki to the 16th January. 
Everything was quiet, and trade moderately active. 


CHINA. 
SHANGHAT, 
DEFALCATION—ORIENTAL BANK, SHANGHAL 

We hesitated to publish the following in our last issue :— 

“Considerable sensation has been created here by the defal- 
cation and disappearance of the compradore of the brauch of 
the Oriental Bank ; some five native bankers were the prin- 
cipal sufferers; every step was immediately taken by the 
manager for the apprehension of the delinquent. Reports have 
been numerous and conflicting, and the exact amount abstracted 
and the actual circumstances of the case are known but toa 
few. It is believed, however, that the Oriental Bank will hold 

. the sufferers harmless, and in the meantime we look with cou- 
fidence to tho apprehension and punishment of the defaulter. 
There can be little doubt{that, as a general rule, this class of 
Chinamen possess far too much the confidence of their em- 
ployers, which, when worth their while, they but too frequently 
abuse. The compradore has been placed in custody, whilst the 
bank holds the native bankers’ sycce in trust pending the 
judicial inquiry.” 

The following letter appeared in tho daily papers :— 

“ Threadneedle-street, Feb. 27. 

“ Sir,—By the China papers received this morning it is reported that 
our native shroff at Shanghai was a defaulter, and that the corporation will 
be a loser thereby to the extent of 125,000 taels, or about £40,000. 

«Tam happy to say that the amount of probable loss is greatly exagge- 
rated, as by our agent's advices we have reason to believe that the ultimate 
loss, if any, will be inconsiderable, 

“ Your insertion of this will oblige, Sir, your most obedient servant,

By the mail delivercd this morning, with dates to the 21st 
January, we have the following additional particulars :-— 

« We are glad to be able to announce that the Oriental Bank have paid 
over in dollars to the Chinese bankers the amount for the Syce disputed, 
with the exception of three boxes.and a half, say between 8,000 and 10,000 
taels, which the bank refuse to pay. The Chinese we believe have in- 
stituted proceedings against the bank for this balance.” 

‘The following letter has just been received :— 

Oriental Bank Corporation, London, March 7, 1864. 

‘The Chief Manazer of the Oriental Bank Corporation presents his com- 
plimenis to the Editor of the London and China Telegraph, and in reply 
to his note of to-day begs to inform him that some of the Corporation's 
letters from China has not come forward by the French mail, but the 
chief manager have reason to believe the information correct that the 
Sycee, or its equivalent in dollars, has been returned to the native bankers 
at Shanghai, 

Several robberies with violence had taken place by bands of 
armed Canton men in the Settlement. In one case the ruffians 
were dressed up as foreigners (unless, indeed, they really were

Small-pox was prevalent, and had extended to the floating 
hospital, Berwick Watls. 

“With reference to the remarks made in the North China 
Herald of the 2nd Jan. as to the facilities offered by the Wharf 
Companies to steamers requiring to coal quickly, we (Daily 
Shipping) have been informed that many of the mercantile 
houses in Shanghai owe to the Shanghai Wharf Company their 
being nble to catch the mail for England. The Chanticleer took 
in one hundred tons of coal in five hours, and, although it was 
late on Sunday night before her requirements were made known 
to the manoger of the wharf, she discharged her inward cargo, 
tock in outward, and was ready to start by 2 P.M. on Monday. 
The Feiloong also took in 40 tons of coal in two hours, These 
facts are sufficient to establish the value of the Companies, and 
wo therefore trust to find them enjoying a large share of public 
patronage. 

The obstruction caused to the navigation of the entrance to 
the river and the river itself by the accumulating number of 
wrecks has caused much dissatisfaction amongst those most 
deeply interested in shipping meters, and as it appears that 
there exists no organised means and authority for removing 
such without considerable delay and circumlocution, we have 
mooted in the columns of our daily paper, the necessity which 
exists for the formation of a river and harbour trust, such as 
has lately been introduced in Calcutta and founded upon that 
which has worked so well for mauy years in the Clyde; the 
right might easily be purchased or firmed from the Chinese 
Government, and would, we are convinced, after paying all 
expenses, leave a very pretty margin for the shareholders, We 
hope to sce this question taken up by the Chamber of Com- 
merce, and our hint, if it be worth anything, worked out for the 
general good of the settlement by wiser and more practical 
heads than ours. 

The Masonic Brethren of Shanghai gave a most successful 
ball, which was graced by the unprecedented number of nearly 
fifty ladies, many wearing the scarfs and jewels of their hus- 
bands’ orders. It was a red-letter evening in the annals of 
gaiety in Shanghai, aud its repetition will be anxiously hailed 
by all, 

A case of considerable interest was heard before the Ameri- 
can Consul a short time ago, involving an important question 
as to the responsibility of employers for the acts of their em- 
ployes, The following letter from “A Merchant” gives the 
facts and bearing of the point in litigation and of the de- 
cision :— 

« Mr, David Reid bought (through a broker) from Messrs. Leighton 
and Co. 8,000 piculs of rice, and in due time paid to their compradore 
the full amount, receiving in return three godown orders mitten on the 
defendants’ printed forms, bearing numbers which showed them to belong 
to a series, and signed for the firm by a clerk who had been in their em- 
ploy for more than & year, and who is so still. But the delivery was re- 
fused on the plea that the defendants were not responsible for godown 
orders issued by a clerk. ‘This is the real and the only point at issue, for, 
putting aside the satisfactory explanation giveri by the pursuer, it is evi- 
dent that forfeiture could not fo'low failure to take delivery on the 16th 
of July without formal notice being first given. It seems then that any 
American merchant who chooses to repudiate the godown orders of his 
firm when not signed by himself will be supported by his Consul in so 
doing. This is a very serious thing for us all, not excepting American 
merchants, for it is notoriously the universal custom of the port to have 
godown orders signed by the clerks only. This was fully established by 
the evidence of the pursuer, who produced other godown ofders (those of 
Messrs. Dent and Co. amongst the number) all signed by clerks only, and 
for whom the fullowing gentlemen gave evidence to the same effe 
Mr. H, I, Wiggins, manager of the Commercial Bank of India (in 
which bank an advance had been made on security of the very godown 
orders in dispute), Mr. G. F. Heard, Mr. C. Thorne, Mr. H. D. Stewart 
(of Messrs, Turner and Co and Mr. A. A. Hayes (of Messrs. Oly- 
phant and Co.). From this judgment there is, it seems, no appeal, to 
That it cannot be overruled; but for our safety in pending transactions it 
is desirable that it should be authoritatively pronounced against.” 

The Daily Paper says :—“ We learn from a Chinese source 
that the Imperinlists have experienced a severe defeat in the 
neighbourhood of Chia-keang. ‘They attacked some rebel 
stockades in force, but were repulsed with great loss, and pur- 
sued for some distance by their adversaries. It is evident that 
the rebel troops retain their old superiority over the Impe- 
rialists, when the latter are not aidel by foreign discipline and 
counsel. If the Futai ever indulged the hope that now that 
Soochow has fallen he could afford to dispense with the ser- 
vices of the disciplined force, the events of the last fortnight 














will probably have disabused him of the impression, He has 
been defeated at Chang-chao, with the loss of his best general, 
and his troops have now experienced an equally severe reverse 
in another part of the province. It will be unsatisfactory to 
his Excellency to have to report failure in two minor under- 
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takings, ‘after the glowing accounts of his own prowess which 
he sent to Peking after the fall of Soochow. But probably his 
Excellency’s command of language will enable him so to represent 
his defeats as that they shall appear victories.” 

Her Majesty’a Order in Council of the 12th September last, 
prohibiting the return to China of British subjects sent away 
from thence by Her Majesty’s Consuls, after having been con- 
victed of offences, is republished in the North China Herald of 
the 16th January. 

Dissatisfaction is expressed at a new breach of faith on the 

* part of the Futai, by which he seeks to levy half a million of 
taels, after having agreed in Juve last that twenty per cent. 
being then levied on rentals, there should be no further ii 
crease or addition made to existing taxes. It appears, how- 
ever, that “the present demand is not a tax, but simply a 
request addressed by the Government to its subjects that out 
of their superduity they will present it with a certain sum to 
meet its requirements.” The North China Herald coutends 
that “the Chinese Mandarins are not entitled to levy taxes on 
the Chinese residents in the foreign settlements.” It appears, 
however, that Sir Frederick Bruce ruled on a former occasion 
that tho Chinese had a right to tax their own subjects. 

The annual mesting of tho subscribers to the Shanghai 
Library was held on the 11th January. The total number of 
subscribers for the ycar is 153, of whom 120 are annual, 7 
half-yearly, and 26 quarterly, The treasurer’s account shows 
an available balance of tals 198.71. 

The week endsng the 16th Jan, has been signalised by the 
eommission of three murders by Chinese on Europeans, and of 
one by Europeans on a Chineso, A soldier named Bonham, 
servant of Lieut. Cardew, went out on Sunday afternoon, 
accompanied by aChina boy, to shoot in the neighbourhood of 
Sikeway. When at a village called Mei-ka-wong, he shot a 
Chinaman’s dog, aud was imiediately set upon by the villagers, 
and murdered by blows from their rakes, The boy was bound 
hand and foot, and carried off; but he, also, was subsequently 
murdered, Colonel Hough heard of the affair on the night of 
its occurrence, rode to the spot, and ordered his men to dig in 
the bed of a small water-course at a place which was pointed 
out to him as that iu which Bonham had been buried. Dark- 
ness came on before he had reached the body, but not before 
he had discovered, in clods of earth saturated by blood, suffi- 
cient evidence that his information was correct. Ho was 
obliged to desist, but returned the next morning, accompanied 
by H.BM. Consul, and renewed the search, The body, how- 
ever, had been removed during the night, and the neighbouring 
villages wero deserted. The next day, Licutenant Cardew sect 
out for the neighbourhood, accompanied by a detachment of 
his disciplined Chinese, and was successful in discovering the 
body of the raurdered man, which had been removed to a spot 
about a mile distant from that at which it was previously 
interred. The body of the boy was found in the same grave. 
Five men have been arrested on suspicion of being concerned 
in the murder, and thero appears little doubt that their guilt 
will be brought home to them. 

Tho second case was that of two men named Baker and 
Horgan, who were coming down from Quinsan with a con- 
siderable sum of moncy, said to amount to between $4,000 and 
85,000, in the boat. A few evenings ago Horgan’s boy arrived in 
the settlement on foot, stating that his master and Baker had 
been murdered by men speaking the Canton dialect, who had 
carried off all the property. Neither the culprits nor the bodics 
of the murdered men have yet been discovered. 

The third case was that of a Chinaman, whose boat was im- 
pressed by two rowdies. They replied to the boatman’s solici- 

“tation for payment by kicking him in the stomach, thereby 
injuring his spleen so as to cause death. The two men are in 
custody in the English Consular Jail. 

A mecting of the Shanghai volunteer corps has been held, at 
which the treasurer stated that a balance of tls. 937 stood to 
the credit of the corps at the close of the year 1863. ‘The 
‘corps purposes to erect a gymnasium, but the arrangements 
have not yet been perfected. 

From Soochow we learn that the Futai’s brother has 
marched, with the troops under his command, to besiege 
Chang-Chow, an important city on the grand canal beyond 
Woosih. This mandarin has yet only succeeded in getting 
defeated on every occasion on which he has been entrusted with 
important command ; and as he is likely to find at Chang-chao 
the most formidable resistance he has yet encountered, it is 
probable that a similar result will again occur. Fortune has 








ee? 
not yet smiled upon the expedition. The celebrated Chinese 
General Ching was shot through the heart when leading on an 
attacking party. This will be a serious blow to the prospects 
of the Imperialists in the province. 

The “ ever victorious force” has been enjoying quite a round 
of gaiety whilst resting on their laurels at Quinsan, First, 
came a dinner given to Major Gordon—then one given to the 
offivers of the garrison ; then three in succession, by the officers 
of the Ist, 2nd and 4th Regiments ; and lastly a grand ovation 
by Admiral Lee Adong on his promotion. The Rhenish band 
was in attendance, and we hear that the festivities passed off 
with great eclat. 

In our last issue we noticed anew Tug and Lighter Company, 
&c., and we have now to add the Shanghai Steam Washing 
Company, the proprietors of which are Messrs. Legrand and Co. 
These gentleman have erected commodious premises, and in 
addition to celerity and cheapness in turning out our linen, 
undertake to accomplish necessary repairs, and all at the 
moderate price of $2.50 per 100, or half a dollar less than the 
present Dhobee trashing system. 

Bulkley, the murderer] of McKinnon, had been brought to 
Shanghai in H.MS. Encounter, and his trial was to come 
off in a few days. In order to give him every legitimate 
chance of putting his case in a favourable light, the United 
States Consul General has permitted him to engage the ser- 
vices of a lawyer. 

Commenting on the cases of “Reid v, Leighton,” and of 
the claim of several Chinese bankers against the Oriental Bank 
Corporation, the Daily Shipping Paper remarks “that it is 
high time for the merchants and bankers of Shanghai to eman- 
cipate themselves from their compradors. It is natural that 
there should be a reluctance to break through an established 
system which worked smoothly and saved much trouble; but 
such losses as those experienced by Mr. Reid and by the 
Oriental Bank are a high price to pay for the convenience. 
A clear understanding should be come to that the compradore 
is not authorised to effect any transaction in his own person, and 
no bargain should be closed with him unless he produco the 
written asseut of his principal to the transaction, A very 
similar office to that of compradore exists in India, namely, 
that of banian, But though his functions are similar, a banian’s 
powers are much more limited. A European firm would not 
conclude a transaction with him without the sanction of his 
principal’s name ; nor would a bank entrust its cash to him so 
implicitly that he could employ it largely for his own purposes,” 


HONG KONG. 

The dates of the present mail are down to Jan. 26. The 
English mail of Nov. 26 arrived out on Jan. 20, and Deo. 10 
on the 25th. We regret to report another piracy similar to 
the Parana, 

The Danish brig Chico, with a crew of nine European seamen 
and two Chinese, was towed out by a steamer, and the weather 
being very rough they came to anchor, At about eleven 
o'clock Pat. on the day of starting (Jan. 20) two large and two 
small piratical boats came alongside, boarded, and immediately 
the decks were covered with pirates, who attacked the ship’s 
company, killing the captain and three Europeans ; four of the 
crew got‘ below, when stinkpots were thrown down ; after 
ransacking the vessel they left, The five Europeans and two 
Chinese jumped into a small boat and made for the shore and 
landed ; they were followed on shore by the pirates. 

The steamer Bukama is announced for sale, freight or charter 
by Messrs. Johnson and Co, 

The twenty-fifth annual meeting of the Medical Missionary 
Society was held ut Canton on the 15th January. From the 
annual report of the hospital in that city, it appeared that the 
number of patients attended to during the year was 14,628 at 
Canton, 6,445 at Fub-shan, and that a new dispensary had been 
commenced in connection with the Rhenish Missionary Society 
at Shik-lung, a large town forty miles east of Canton, where 
1,730 patients had been prescribed for. The number of chil- 
dren vaccinated was 1,494, Tho number of in-patients re- 
ceived was 452, aud about 600 surgical operations had been 
performed. Pecuniary assistance to the amount of $75.65 had 
becn given to some of the most destitute in-patients and to 
some of the out-patients. The amount of money paid out on 
account of the hosyital and dispensaries was $1,376.34, from 
which is to be deducted @ balance from last year of $129.62, 
and the sum of $87.34 received for medicines and trusses sold, 
leaving the sum of $1,159.88 expended for rent, hire of assit- 
ants, medicines, aid to poor patients, &c, Religious services 
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have been conducted by the Rev. C. F. Proston, assisted in 
Fub-shan by the Rev. J. M. Condit. The Rev. Mr. Graves’ re- 
port of the dispensary at Shau-king (Shiu-hing) was also read. 
The number of patients prescribed for wos 1,685, a numbor of 
minor surgical operations had been performed, and some im- 
portant cases had been sent to the hospital in Canton. 

The Treasurer's report stated that receipts of the society, 
from subscriptions and interest, were $2,132, and the amount 
paid out was $100. It was stated, however, that the sum of 
1,260 for the current expenses of the hospital and dispensary 
had been paid since the account was rendered. Deducting this 
gum, there remained $4,247 in the treasury to the credit of the 
society. A circular was laid on the table to which subscriptions 
for the enlargement of the hospital had been obtained to the 
amount of $2,550, and a Chinese subscription book which con- 
tained the sum of $445. It was resolved that a now hospital 
was desirable, and that a committeo should be appointed to 
devise the best means of accomplishing the object. Dr. Col- 
ledge, M.D., F.R.S., at present in England, was chosen pre- 
sident for the ensuing year. 

A most atrocious murder has been perpetrated in a house in 
Taipingshan. Mossajee Dawodjee Satty and his wife (a Chi- 
nese female) were found by the neighbours dead in thir 
own house, whither the former were attracted by the crics of a 
little girl of three years, daughter of the pair. It appears that 
the man bad amassed a sum of money amounting to $2,300, 
and that he was about to return to Bombay with his savings. 
The circumstance was well known in the neighbourhood, and 
it is supposed that the murderers wished to possess themselves 
of the cash. This they did not manage to do, as $1,160 was 
found in a belt round the waist of the deceased, and he is known 
to have placed $1,000 in the hands of a uative firm here. 
The bulk of his money is therefore satisfactorily accounted for. 
‘The unfortunate victims had been gagged and pinioned before 
the crime was committed. A coolie who slept in the same 
building, and who had absconded, has since been taken up ou 
suspicion. 

The steamer Rajak was advertised for sale by Messrs. 
Augustine Heard and Co. 

The following paragraphs are from the Peking Gazelle :— 

Tho “filchers” of Nganhwiu province are reported to have 
invaded the district of Chung-tsiang in Honan, under the leal 
of Ching-ta and Lau-kan, dividing into parties and spreading 
over Teb-ngan and Ying-shan. The Imporialists met them in 
as many detachments, and defeated them at Tapei-tien, aud 
near the Lui-ku or Thundering Drum Hill in Sui Chan, and 
other contiguous places, on successive days, taking prisoners 
and executing them. Another detachment of them passed this 
to the south towards Lang-kiun Bridge in Ying-ching district, 
where they met a body of Imperialists, aud wero attscked iu 
several places. The slaughter was very great, including several 
of their high officers of various ravks left on the field. 

‘The inaurgents in various parts of Tsi-nan-fu and of Tung- 
chang-fu, lying in Shantung, having yielded, and Sankolinsin 
having made a clearance of their bands, the whole force has 
gradually been destroyed, except their leader Sung, who has 
escaped. The Governor of the Province has accordingly re- 
peatedly received orders to disporse the remaining bands, and 
restore the country to its peaceful condition, But he (the 
Governor Yon King-ming) has made false reports of a few par- 
tial successes over them to assure us that the whole province is 
quiet, and there is no occasion for more operations. He has 
accordingly trumped up a statement, and planned a scheme out 
of these reports to relieve himself of further care, by request- 
ing that he may be relieved of his office.

THE ANGLO-CHINESE FLEET. 


CORRESPONDENCE RESPECTING THE FITTING OUT, DESPATCHING TO 
CHINA, AND ULTIMATE WITHDRAWAL OF THE ANGLO-CHINFSE 
FLEET UNDER THE COMMAND OF CAPTAIN SHERARD OSBORN, 
C.B,; AND THE DISMISSAL OF MR. H, N. LAY, CB. 

Sucu is the title of a Parliamentary paper just published. 
To some extent the contents have been already given in our 
jesue of the 19th Jan., taken from Zhe Times, ‘The total num- 
ber of despatches is twenty-six. From No. 1 to No. 6 the 
letters are confined to the request of Mr. Lay that the flag to 
be adopted by the force shall be described in the London Gazette, 
and recognised by Her Masesty’s Government at home and 
abroad. Mr. Lay addressed Earl Russent, and his lordship 
handed on the same to the Admiralty, who, it appears, shirked 
the announcement in the Gazette, but said tho flag had been 
duly recorded. No, 7, dated 2nd Sept., 1862, is from Earl 
RussEv to Mr. Bruce, forwarding the QuEEn’s order in Coun 
cil authorising Captain Osporn and Mr. Lay to equip the 
vessels, No.8, of 10th Sept., is from Earl Russe.t, asking Mr. 
Lar to produce written authority from the Chinese Govern- 
ment, Considering that prior to this the order in Council was 
passed, it is pretty clear that this important point had been 
overlooked. No. 9 encloses copy of No. 8 to Sir F. Bruce. No. 
10 is the reply of Mr. Lay, as follows : 

‘With reference to Earl Russell's desire that I should obtain a written 
authority from the Chinese Government for the steps I am taking to pro- 
vide it with{naval assistance, I have the honour to state that I hold such 
written autho: dated the 14th March, 1862, from my locum tenens, Mr. 
Hart, to purchase and equip a steam fleet, in accordance with instructions 
from the Imperial Government, I have since received regu'ar remittances 
from the foreign Customs for that purpose, by direction of Prince Kung. 
I may add, for his lordship’s information, that on the 28th June last, I 
received, through Mr. Hart, a despatch from the Chinese Foreign-office 
relative to the proposed fleet. This despatch prays the Inspector. General 
of Customs in earnest terms to use the utmost despatch in procuring the 
vessels, It repeats the instructions issued to the Governors of various 
provinces as to the amounts to be contributed by them towards the cost 
of the fleet; refere to the Emperor’s anxiety that no time should be lost ; 
and closes with a second earnest appeal to the Inspector-General for these 
reasons ‘not to lose a day.” With respect to the flag for the flcet, 1 
have written for precise authority.

The matter was then placed, with all the correspondence connected 
with it, in the hands of Sir F. Bruce, from whom, as your Lordship will 
receive a report of the subsequent proceedings, | forbear trespassing upon 
your time by referring to them hero. 

I think that the motives which have influenced Prince Kung to repu- 
diate the agreements entered irto under his written authority may be 
easily explained. When he ordered the stcam flotilla the Government 
had not yet recovered the effects of our last expedition. A vague feeling 
of alarm as to the future prevailed ; the recent progress of the rebels had 
been rapid; no less than four of the open ports, Canton, Foochow, 
Ningpo, and Shanghai, were in danger of capture; the Government was 
beset with appeals from the foreign Ministcrs for action, and was, in short, 
told that if it did not make an effort we should have to treat with the 
rebels. 

The Prince was therefore ready to do anything, and while in this mood 
signed the letter of instructions to me. 

In the meantime, however, under the auspices of Admiral Hope and 
General Staveley, the Government obtained, through the local authorities, 
all the aid that it needed. Officers were lent; guns and ammunition 
supplied; and before my return Ningpo was recovered, the other 
ports secured against attack, and the rebels driven back within the walls of 
Soochow. 

‘The Chinese Government found itself relieved of its embarrassments 
in a manner most acceptable to it; the local Mandarina obtained the 
s of as many officers and men as were necessary, upon the simple 
of so many dollars a month, without guarantees or agreements of 

y kind ; the Government was not required to give a single pledge or to 
incur any responsibilities. 

When, therefore, the terms upon which the naval force had been 
organized were submitted for ratification, it was not strange that they should 
be pronounced unacceptable. ‘The Chinese Government naturally prefers 
unconditional aid, to aid fettered by restrictions. My aim has been to 
make reform ond progress the condition of aid. It isonly thus, I believe, 
that aid can lead to any good in China, or that we are justified in afford- 
ing it. 
ene military assistance, as at present rendered at Shanghai, is under the 
irresponsible control pf the local Mandarins, and will, [ apprehend, be 
fount attended with tfoublesome, if mot serious consequences. My obser- 
vation, after five months’ residence in Peking, leads me to doubt altogether 
the sincerity of Prince Kung's friendly professions, and my belief is that 
the anti-foreign party is gaining strength daily. 

In Sir F. Bruce's ches, advocating the formation of this naval 
force, he coupled the reformed administration of the Customs with the 
promised re-organisation of the executive forces af the empire. To have 

d the naval force into the hands of the local authorities would have 
en to destroy all hope of improvement in any direc ion. As soon as it 
had served its purpose of slaughter, it would havé been thrown aside. 

With Sir F. Bruce, I had hoped that Her Majesty's Government would 
have been relieved, by means of this flotilla, of the expense of maintaining 
order at the open ports; and that the Chinese Customs’ establishment 
would have been furnished with the necessary support to enable it to con- 
tend against the hostility of European evil-doers, and to render it inde- 
pendent of the local authorities, whose inierest it is to restore the former 

* corrupt state of things 

Disappointing as the dissolution of the force must be to all concerned, 
I feel that no one has greater cause than I of complaint against Prince 
Kung. Obliged to return to England by ill-health, induced by wounds 
and years of toil in the Chinese service, I sacrifived my leisure while in 
England to his service. My proposals on his behalf were well received 
in England, and met with the kin upport of Her Majesty's Govern- 
ment. On my arrival here, the Prince treated the whole matter with 
assumed indifference, and fancying that we had gone too far to withdraw, 
and that from the number of Europeans in Chinese employ ready to serve 
upon his terms he was independent of Captain Osborn, he attempted to 
impose his own conditions. 

Although our hopes have not been realized, I have at any rate the con- 
solation of feeling that we have not broken a single pledge made in England, 
and that the refusal of the force placed at the disposal of the Chinese 
Government, through the generosity of Her Majesty's Government, is an 
act for which Prince Kung and bis colleagues are alone responsible.—1 
hate, &c., (Signed) HN. Lay. 

No. 21 is from Sir F, 
Bruce to Earl Russell, aud briefly annouuces that Prince Kung 
refused to ratify the agreement which Mr. Lay made with Capt. 

No. 23 is from 
Sir F, Bruce to Earl Russell, as follows -— 


Peking, Noy. 19, 1863. 

My Lorp,—I have the honour to enclose copies of various documents, 
forwarded to me by Captain Osborn, on the refueal of the Chinese Govern- 
ment to agree to the conditions on which alone he had consented to 
organise a steam flotilla for the service of the Emperor of China, 

Also, of my correspondence with the Chinese Government and with 
Captain Osborn on the disposal of these war-vessels, and on the arrange- 
ment, ultimately agreed on, for sending them and the officers and men to 
England, 

Tn order to understand clearly what has taken place, it must be borne in 
mind that though the flotilla sailed in winter from England to China, it was 
not until Mr, Lay arrived here in the spring that the Chinese Government 
had any intimation of the composition of the force, of the cost of its main- 
tenance, or of ihe contents and scope of the undertaking entered into by 
Mr. Lay with Captain Osborn; I must call your loriship's attention to 
the latter document, as the refusal of the Chincse to ratify it has proved 
fatal to the success of the scheme. 

Mr. Lay proceeded at once to urge on this Government the necessity 
of conferring upon himeelf and Captain Osborn the authority he had en- 
gaged in his undertaking to procure. His recent arrival from Europe, 
the honours conferred upon him by Her Majesty, and his acquaintance 














































with men of influence and standing, enabled him to assume, in dealing 
with the Chinese Government, rather the dictatorial tone of an indepen- 
dent authority than the language of persuasion sppropriate to the agent 
of the Government he was addressing. His hopes of success were 
strengthened by the reserved attitude of the Ministers of the Treaty 
Powers, all of whom, on different grounds, had reason to be dissatisfied 
with the dilatory proceedings of this Government, in granting redress for 
illegal acts committed by the local authorities. The Prince and his ad- 
visers were thus led to infer that a scheme which had promised to strengthen 
the hands of the central Government, as against provincial influences, 
could not fail to be acceptable to foreign Ministers, as being a step towards 
that policy of centralisation which they had always advocated, and that a 
feeling existed in their minds that the dificulties encountered by Mr. Lay 
were attributable to retrograde views. 

So far, therefore, as foreign influences were concerned, Mr. Lay was 
more favoured by events than he could have reasonably expected, con- 
sidering the exclusive composition of the force and the jealousies which, 
in this respect, it was fitted to awaken. I can state positively that nothing 
fell from the foreign Ministers calculated to thwart him in his attempts to 
obtain the ratification of these agreements, and that bis failure is due to 
the spontaneous resolution of the Chinese themselves; their motives being 
the opposition of the provincial authorities; the reluctance of the Chi- 
nese Government to assume the responsibility of directing the force in- 
stead of leaving it to be directed by local governors ; and, above all, the 
alarm and suspicion engendered in their minds by the proposals contained 
in the understanding entered into by Mr. Lay and Captain Osborn, by 
which they considered that the exclusive control of the operations would 
be vested in Mr. Lay, who would thus be enabled, indirectly, to compel 
them to act in all matters in subservience to his will. 

Mr. Lay injudiciously, in my opinion, held language and advanced pre- 
tensions which tended to increase their appretensions in this respect. He 
proposed that they should give him a “ Foo" to reside in, that is to say, 
one of the palaces conferred by the Emperor on princes of the blood, such as 
those inhabited by the Ministers of Engiand and France; a class of building 
which the highest officers of the Chinese Government are not permitted to 
inhabit. He acted as if he held the independent position of head of a great 
revenue department, which put him on an equality with Wensiang and the 
superior members of the foreign board, and as, therefure, only accountable to 
the Prince of Kung, the Vice-Regent of the empire. The members of the 
foreign board could obtain from him no specific statement, or account, of 
the sums expended by him, or anything beyond vague assurances that the 
money had been rightly spent, and would be accounted for in due time, 
and he insisted on the dismissal of the two Chinese superintendents, placed 
by this Government at the head of the Customs department, and the ap- 
pointment of himself as sole director and recipient of the foreign Customs 
revenue, amounting already to about £3,000,000 sterling, with a fair, 
prospect of increase. In fact, it is impossible to doubt that Mr. Lay, full 
of large schemes of progress and commercial development in China, 
desirous of arriving at immediate results, and conscious that the course of 
improvement will be both uncertain and slow if depending solely on the 
influence which events and persuasion combined may gradually exercise in 
the Chinese mind, aimed at solving the difficulty by obtaining the sole 
command of the most certain source of the Imperial revenue, and of the 
most efficient branch of its executive. Armed with this power he hoped 
by threats of suspending the action of the flotilla, and of withholding the 
funds, that the Chinese Government would be compelled to adopt such 
measures as he should propose. He was to dictate the policy to be pur. 
sued ; it was to be promulgated. to the Empire by Imperial decree ; and 
to be executed by the flotilla and such land forces as might be required, 
the expenses of which were to be provided for out of the Customs 
revenues, 

T believe I am correct in assuming that an article in Blackwood's Maga- 
zine of January, 1863, entitled “ Progress in China,” contains a statement 
of the results anticipated ky those who promote this course of policy, and 
Teoncur with Mr. Lay in’ thinking that nothing short of a dictatorship, 
lodged in European bands, and so supported by foreign influence as to 
render the Chinese powerless to defeat or thwart it by intrigue or oppo- 
sition, would enable its supporters to realise the promises it holds out. Even 
thus, looking to the reluctance of the Chinese Government, and the de- 
termined hostility of provincial authorities, this scheme could not have been 
successfully carried out. 

The Chinese Government, however, comprehended at once the scope 
and bearing of this scheme, and look upon it as an insidious attempt to 
take the administration out of their hands. ‘They were unacquainted with Mr, 
Lay, and em ployed him as their agent for the purchase of ships and hiring of 
men at Mr. Hart's suggestion, who recommended him as a person on whom 
they might rely, and who, being in England, could carry out their wishes 
in a satisfactory and economical manner, ‘They had no such special confi- 
dence in him 2s would have induced them to put themselves in his hands. 
‘They do not louk upon the Inspector-General as anything more than 
subordinate officer in their employ, to whom a general superintendence is 
given over the foreigners engaged to aid in the collection of the Customs 
revenue on foreign trade, but on whom no control is bestowed over the 
application of the receipts, They do not consider him as a political officer 
atall, nor do they consult him as of right even in questions affecting 
foreign trade. It was only at my invitation, and contrary to the inten- 
tions of the Chinese Government, that Mr. Hart was able, two years ago, 
to come up to Peking, and it was only by his tact, good sense, and modesty 
that he obtained access to the Prince of Kung, and turned to useful ac 
count the favourable impression he made upon his Imperial Highness and 
his advisers, It is a significant mark of the light in which they view Mr. 
Lay’s pretensions that he was never admitted to the Prince's presence 
during these months of discussion. Indeed, he would not have seen him 
at all had I not requested an interview with the Prince, which he antici- 
pated would be of adivagrecable character. To forestal any remark I 
might make on his not having seen Mr. Lay, he sent for him in the morn- 
ing, and had a few minutes’ conversation with him on indifferent matters. 

If the hope, therefore, was entertained in any quarter that Mr, Lay en- 
joyed, either on account of his personal merits, or in virtue of his office, 
any such influence over the Chinese Government as would enable him to 
carry out the views he entertained with their concurrence and assent, it 
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was founded on an entire misapprehension of his position, and of their 
feelings towards their foreign employes. They looked upon hin as an 
‘rent for a special purpose, whose authority was limited to a purchase of 
ships and to the engaging of men to bring them out. ‘They certainly did 
not contemplate conferring upon him any authority to tie up their hands 
for years as to the manning of these vereels, still less that he should take 
‘upon himself to determine, at his will, how the operations of the shij 
were to be directed, and under whose immediate orders they were to 
placed; and they were totally indisposed to alter the character of the office 
ine bears, to give to bim, or to any foreigner, a leading part in the ad- 
ministration of the Government, or to invest him with any control over 
the Customs revenues, except in so far as was required to meet the ex- 
fenditure of the foreign part of the establishment. They are profoundly 
irritated, not only because of the embarrassments in which they are in- 
volved by hishaving exceeded his authority, but on account of the position 
he thus sought to create for himself. They attribute his conduct to per- 
sonal motives, and their confidence in the good faith of foreign agents has 
been most seriously shaken. : 

After much discussion the enclosed paper was drawn up by the Chinese 
Government, and in order to mark that they could go no further, it was 
invested with the form of an Imperial decree, the form they adopt when 
discussion is closed. Whether, as they assert, they understood Mr. La 
to acquiesce in this arrangement or not I am unable to determine, and it 
fs of little consequence, as it remained with Captain Osborn to decide 
how far he would consent to the modification of his understanding with 
Mr, Lay. > 

"That officer shortly afterwards reached Peking. During his voyage up 
the coast incidents were not wanting to show him that his position would 
be one of more difficulty than he had been led to expect. He found 
that he would have to encounter the bitter opposition of a large section 
of the foreign communities, and the active hostility of the provincial 
authorities, Agents were employed at Shanghai ts go on board his ships 
and (o seduce his men, by of higher pay, if they would enter the 
service of the Governor of Keangsoo. He was obliged, in consequence, 
to discharge some of his men who became dissatisfied with the rates of 
Tay assigned to them, and to remove his vessels up to Chefoo to prevent 
the disorganization of bis force. He felt that the efficieney of his equadron 
required not only that he should be freed from the control and interference 
of the provincial officers, but, further, that effectual steps should be taken 
to prevent them from offering employment to his men, otherwise bis ships 
might be disabled at any moment. In addition to these difficulties in the 
provinces, he found, on his arrival at Peking, that the Chinese Govern- 
ment looked upon the flotilla as part of a scheme to place them in « posi- 
tion inconsistent with their dignity and independence of actio 
fore doubly indisposed to antagonise the provincial authorities in 
behalf. He accordingly decided, after mature reflection, to abide by the 
terms of his understanding with Mr. Lay, and to call on the Chinese Go- 
vernment to declare whether they would ratify the agreement or not. 
receiving a verbal refusal through Mr. Lay (no written communication 
having been addressed to him during the period of delay granted in his 
Jetter), Captain Osborn enclosed to me the documents with the accom- 
panying letter, It was essential that a decision should be come to at 
once, as he held no commission, and his authority to enforce discipline 
among his men was liable to be called in question. 

Thus far I had taken no part in the discussions between Mr. Lay and 
the Chinese Government. Indeed, I studiously avoided expressing any 
‘opinion on the proposals made to them, for I felt much embarrassment as 
to the answer I should be compelled to give if the Chinese Government 
put the question to me, Are we bound to ratify this agreement against 
our convictions? I foresaw, also, that if I were to attempt to extort their 
assent against their will, the question would become a political ong, for the 
Chinese would certainly have consulted the other foreign Ministers, and, 
in spite of their wish to act with me in a friendly and large spirit, could 
nat expect their support in any attempt to impose this scheme upon them 
by menace. I therefore resolved to leave the matter to be arranged, if 
possible, by the Chinese themselves with their ayent and Captain Osborn, 
and to protract, in the interest of the scheme, the suspense in which they 
were held as to my opinion and intentions. 

During this period I had two interviews with the foreign board. In 
neither did they allude to the loti ind I imitated their reserve. Our 
conversation turned on the dangers arising from the employment of foreign 
adventurers by the local governors, and on the impossibility of foreign 
officers of character being induced to serve the Chinere by land or sca, 
unless they held formal commissions from the central Government, and 
unless they were secured against the caprice and jealousy of the pro- 
vincial authorities. In fact, this was the line of observation most kely 
to induce the Government to accede to Captain Osborn's terms; for if 
they and the provincial governors had felt convinced that they would be 
deprived of the foreign element which has gained for them all their late 
successes near Shanghai, and would have to rely on purely Chinese 
resources, they would have bad a strong inducement to agree for the 
moment to the conditions proposed. 

So long a8 Governors can obtain on their own terms foreign officers and 
steamers officered by foreigners sufficient to repel the insuigents, it is idle 
to expect that the Government at Peking will undertake the organisation 
of an Imperial force either on land or on the sea, and thereby relieve local 
governors from the responsibility of maintaining tranquillity in their pro- 
vigces, which is the established principle of Chinese administration, Of 
their reluctance to make this chnage in their system, we have abundant 
proof in the abandonment of foreign drill at Tien.tsin, in their refusal to 
engage, under contract, French drill instructors, or to accept the gratuitous 
services of officers whom the Russian Government offered to lend them 
for that purpose. 

It was now, however, incumbent on me to interfere directly, and the 
first step I took was to inform the Chinese Government that I could not 
consent to hand over the thips to them without instructions from Her Ma- 
jesty’s Government. My reasons for taking the step were, that the ships 
were held as security by Captain Osborn for fulfilment of the terms ed 
on by the men; that ne latter were entitled to be sent home, and that it 
was not quite clear whether they were to be paid up to the time of their 
arrival in England or up to the 3th of August next. Moreover, these 



















































ships are not of a kind that the Chinese could manage, or that it would 
be safe to put in the hands of the class of foreigners who are on board the 
‘small steamers bought by the Governor of Kiangsoo (about ten in number), 
and which have proved so efficient in the operations near Soo- 
chow. On the other hand, it would not be safe to sell them on the 
coast, as they might fall into the hands of hostile Daimios in Japan, or be 
bought for employment as Confederate cruisers in these seas. The en- 
closed copy of a despatch from the Minister of the United States will 
show that ‘he was alive to this danger; and I may add that M. Berthemy 
‘was equally of opinion that the flotilla should not be given up, as there 
was no means of guaranteeing to what purposes the ships might be turned, 
It struck me, also, that if the Chinese found that they could not have the 
ships without ratifying the agreements, they might, perhaps, be induced to 
reconsider their decision ; and in order to throw away no chance of in- 
ducing them to accept the flotilla, and to put myself in as good a position 
as possible to deal with the pecuniary ditficulties that would ensue from its 
rejection, | took advantage of the Prince's reluctance to face an unpleasant 
discussion, and declined the interview proposed by Wensiang unless the 
Prince were present. 

Having sent me the inclosed despatch, they sought an interview with 
the Minister of the United States, Mr. Burlingame, upon whose friendly 
desire to arrange matters sstisfactorily I could thoroughly rely. Before 
entering into subject, he required them to state, distinctly, whether 
they had definitively resolved not to ratify the agreements entered into 
with Captain Osborn. They replied in the affirmative, adding that it 
was impossible for them, in the fuce of opinion in China, to take the 
direction of the flotilla out of the hands of the local authorities, or to 
ratify conditions which, to use their own phrase, would deliver them over, 
bound hand and foot, to Mr. Lay. 

Mr. Burlingame, in three protracted interviews, argued the question et 
great length, in order to ascertain whether any feasible scheme could be 
hit upon which would meet their objections and enable the flotilla to act ; 
but finding that the points on which they differed with Captain Osborn 
were such as to render a compromise impracticable, Mr. Burlingame ad- 
vised them to state their reasons fully for not ratifying the agreement, to 
thank Her Majesty's Government and Captain Osbom for what had been 
done in their behalf, and to request me to have the vessels returned to 

aptain Osborn, to be there sold, the proceeds, after diss 
ies, to be remitted to the Chinege Government. This 
advice was followed to the letter, as your lordship will see by the enclosed 
despatch ; and the Chinese, of their own accord, and without a suggestion 
from anyone, added that they wished Captain Osborn to accept 10,000 
taels ( £3,300) in consideration of the labour entailed upon him by this 
flotilla, To this letter I returned the reply of which copy is enclosed. 

1 think the arrangement proposed, in consequence of which the vessels 
are to leave China at once, is more advantagcous to all parties than the 
one I originally suggested, for expense is thereby avoided, and the danger 
obviated of keeping a large number of men on the coast in a slate of idle- 
ness, and subject to no Gufficient authority, during the period that must 
have elapsed before instructions from England could have been received. 
Captain Osborn takes two vessels to India in the hopes of disposing of 
them there, ard the rest will snil for Eugland as soon as the necessary 
arrangements are made, 

I cannot express too. strongly my sense of the friendly and valuable 
assistance rendered by Mr. Burlingame in bringing about an arrangement 
which provided satisfactorily for all the interests concerned, and in such a 
manner as not to compromise those friendly relations which 1 am so 
anxious to maintain with this Government ; and I think this incident illus 
trates the importance of adhering, in China, strictly to a just and fair line 
of policy. ‘The belief that I, as British Minister, would respect the rights 
of the Chinese, hat { would not force the flotilla upon them from 
selfish political considerations, induced my colleagues to abstain from in- 
terfering while the question was under discussion, and thereby secured for 
the flotilla a deliberate and unfettered considerat on the part of the 
Chinese Government; and I am certain that this course was more 
favourable to the success of the scheme, had success been possible, than 
any other that could have been adopted. It appeared to me, also, that 1 
should not have been justified in taking @ more active part, for I bad 
reason to believe that your lordship had no cngnizance of the under- 
taking of 0 novel a character entered into by Mr. Lay with Captain 
Osborn ; and the absence of instructions was to me a significant proof that 
Her Majesty's Government had no intention of being a party to, or re- 
sponsible for, the arrangements under which the operations of the flotilla 
were to be conducted. Had the Chinese voluntarily accepted the squadron, 
the onus of the difficulties it would have encountered would have rested 
on the Chincse Government ; but the burden would have been thrown on 
Her Majesty's Government by the Chinese, and with justice, had it Va 
peared that this flotilla, exclusively British in its character, directed by 

ritish officers and agents, and imposed by British pressure, was acting 
under a Chinese flag, which the Chinese Government, contrary to its 
wishes, had been compelled to hoist on board the ships. 

Moreover, the Chinese Government has latterly shown its inability 
or indisposition to carry out the various suggestions I made for strengthen- 
ing the central power, of which the flotilla is only one, and it was 
evident that there was no disposition on the part of the Chinese to 
incorporate it into their system, so as to subserve the general purposes of 
police and revenue; but that, if forced to accept it, they would have 
directed it against Nanking, and would then have left it to be disorganised 
by the illwill and intrigues of the provincial authorities. Putting aside 
the consideration that Her Majesty's Government would not have assisted 
in the formation of the force had this been the only object contemplated, 
I must observe that such a course would have been full of danger to our 
trade. 

In fact, this flotilla ought to have been designed to carry out the revenue 
laws, and to assist in suppressing piracy. Less formidable and expensive 
vessels would have been sufficient for these purposes, and they would have 
been at the same time, though in a subordinate degree, of much use in 
ting military operations. Whereas, a purely war squadron was provided, 
with officers who looked tu actions d'eclat, and not to the disagreeable and 
Trosaic task of stopping smugglers and robber junks, ‘And further, if it 
was considered necessary that the flotilla should be taken out of the hands 
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of the Government who for it, and the exclusive control over its 
operations vested in its foreign commander and the foreign agent employed 
in procuring it, these conditions, of so singular a nature, ought to have 
“been submitted and agreed to before the vessels were allowed to sail for 
China. 

Towe it to Captain Osborn to state that he has shown great sagacity in 
appreciating the situation, and the most honourable spi the course he 
has pursued, In spite of the great pecuniary advantages secured to him 
‘he would not consent to any compromise which might hereafter place him 
in a false position, or involve his country in embarrassment. 

I have only to request your lordship’s indulgent consideration amid s0 
many difficulties, and to beg that Her Majesty's Government will enable 
me to redeem my pledge to the Chinese Government, and that every 
assistance may be given in the disposal of the ships and their armament, 
in order that the loss entailed upon them may be as light as possible,

Peking, Oct. 25, 1863. 

‘The Prince has to acknowledge the receipt of the British Minister's 
despatch of the 20th instant, on the subject of the purchase of a steam 
flotilla and armament by the Chinese Government. 

‘Inasmuch as the Chinese Government, of its own motion, authorised the 
Acting Inspector-General Hart to purchase (vessels), the Prince therefore 

id not trouble the British Minister with any particulars in regard to the 
matter; but as the Prince is now in a receipt of a letter fron: the British 
‘Minister on the subject, it becomes His Highness’s duty to put his Excel- 
lency in possession of the full particulars of the matter. 

In the memorandum which Mr. Hart submitted in person to the mem- 

* bers of the Foreign Board, last year, as to the officers, gunners, and crews 
of the steamers (it was proposed to purchare), he mentioned that it would 
be nece to appoint a Chinese high officer to act with Captain Osborn 
in all matters connected with the control and management (of the fleet) 
he also mentioned that there should be selected 200 Chinese (Hoonan 
men), to serve as gunners ; 200 Shantung men, as sailors; 100 Manchoos, 
as marines, and 50 Manchoos, to act as powder-monkeys. It appeared 10 
the members of the Foreign Board, upon examination of his proposition, 
that it would be of advantage, and not injurious to China. It was not pro- 
posed that the people to be engaged for the steamers should consist wholly 
of foreigners, nor was there any intention of depriving the Chinese Go- 
vernment of the military authority, The Foreign Board, therefore, memo- 
rialised the throne, and received His Majesty's sanction and permission to 
carry out the proposal, and the Prince iseued official instructions to Mr. 
Hart to proceed with the purchases, &c., in accordance with that sanction, 
stating clearly, moreover, in his letter, that it must rest with the Governors- 
General and Governors to appoint officers to the fleet. 

‘Mr. Hart subsequently informed (the members of the Foreign Board) 
that, with reference to the purchase of vessels and guns, he had officially 
addressed the Inspector-General Lay, who was at that time in England, 
and had placed the whole matter in his hands, and that, therefore, it would 
be necessary for the Prince to issue to Mr. Lay a letter of authority to 
enable him to act. 

‘The Foreign Board considering that it had Mr. Hart’s memorandum 
before it, expected that. no matter who might be entrusted with the 
management of the affair by Mr. Hart, under the authority of the Chinese 
Government, he would still act in accordance with that memorandum. 
Mr. Hart afterwards informed the Board that his memorandum was only a 
general idea of the probable arrangement, and had reference only te the 
number of Chinese soldiers (to be employed) ; but that foreign officers, 
gunners, and crews, &c., would have to be engaged for service on board 
the vessels by Mr, Lay, to whom it would have likewise to be left to ar- 
range the various agreements for the amounts of salaries, wages, &c.. at 
the time of their engagement by him. The Foreign Board, considering 
that as the matter to be arranged remained the same, Mr. Hart having 
first been entrusted to proceed in the matter, and Mr. Lay afterwards 
having succeeded to the management, the mode of proceeding would, as 
@ matter of course, not differ from Mr. Hart’s original memorandum, 
accordingly prepared the letter of instructions to Mr. Lay, as Mr. Hart 
had suggested. Comparing that document with the letter which Mr. Lay, 
on his arrival in Peking, addressed to the Prince, inclosing an agreement 
in thirteen articles, it was found to differ very materially trom Mr. Hart's 
memorandum. For instance, he proposed that all orders (to Capt: 
Osborn) from His Majesty must pass throuzh him (Mr. Lay), and that if 
conveyed through any other channel they could not be obeyed. As 
China would thus have spent several millions of reveaue without obtain- 
ing an atom of power, his arguments (in support of the agreement) were 
rebutted, and in the place of it five other articles were drawn 
up, every sentence of which was discussed and settled in personal inter- 
views with Mr. Lay and Mr. Hart, and without the slightest word to the 
contrary on their ‘pare, The money clauses for monthly expenditure were 
also one by one discussed and eettled; and that being done the arrange- 
ments determined by the five articles a 
in a memorial, and respectfully submitted to, anid approved of, by His 
Majesty. Since that time all the moneys for menthly expenditure, and 
for purchase and equipment, have been regularly paid over according 
to agreement. 

__ The regulations have been ratified, and large monthly payments made, 
it was expected that as soon as the versels arrived they would accomplish 
their work, and that there would be no further discussion. 

But now the Inspector-General, all at once turning his back on the 
Imperial decree, disobeys the five articles which had been discussed and 
settled in personal interviews, and had received the sanction of His 
Majesty, and brings up afresh the thirteen clauses which it was settled face 
to face should not be put in force, and insists upon theiradoption.

‘The Brtish Minister and Mr. Wade have on former occasions urged 
that Chinese military authority ought not to be delegated to foreigners, 
The prineiple for Ch d foreign countries is in this matter identical. 
And the Prince is still rejoiced to think of the surpassing discerament of 
the British Minister and Mr. Wade, of the justice and fairness of their re~ 
marks, and that they do not share the wish of the inspector-General, who 
would insist upon imposing restrictions on the Chinese Government. 

As the British Minister has addressed a despatch to the Prince on this 
subject, his Highness has not been able to avoid entering thus fully into 
particulars in his reply. If the British Minister will but weigh the matter 
inopartially he will, without doubt, perceive plainly (the real state of the 
case, or, that the Chinese Government is in the right). 

Inclosed are copies of Mr. Hart's memorandum of the letter of instruc- 
tions to Mr. Hart, of the two lettersto Mr, Lay, of Mr, Lay's letter to 
the Prince, inclosing the agreement, and a copy of the five articles dis- 
cussed and agreed to in personal interviews with Mr. Lay; all which the 
Prince requests the British Minister carefully to peruse.

REGULATIONS PROPOSED BY MR. HART IN REGARD TO THe (CHINESE) 
OFFICERS, GUNNERS, SAILORS, &C., TO LE APPOINTED 70 THE 
SEVEN STEAM-VESSELS. 

1. An officer of high rank must be appointed to act with Sherard 
Osborn in all matters connected with the control and management of the 
fleet. 

Seven additional officers (should) be appointed, the number to be added 
to hereafter as occasion may require. 

These officers should not exceed thirty years of age. 

2. Two hundred Hoonan men shoul te selected to serve as gunners. 
To be had at Hankow, as soon as the vessels arrive. 
to serve as sailors. To be had at 
‘Tung Chow as soon as the vessels arrive. 

4. One hundred Manchoos as marines, and fifty Manchoo boys, to serve 
as powder-monkeys. To be bad at Tientsin as soon as the vessels arrive. 

‘he gunners, sailors, and marines must be selected between the 
of elehteen and thirty; the boys between the ages of fourteen and 
eighteen. 
FGeveral cooks will also be required on board each ship, 

Of the seven vessel is probable that four will be large, and three 
small, Each large ship ought to have on board about forty gunners, forty 
sailors, twenty marines, and ten boys. Each small ship ought to have 
about ten gunners, ten sailors, ten marines, and three or four boys. 

It is absolutely necessary that all the men appointed to serve on board 
the vessels should be strong and healthy. 

‘The above is only a general idea of the probable arrangement. What 
the actual arrangement will be can only be known when the vessela arrive. 


INSTRUCTIONS FROM CHINESE FOREIGN BOARD TO MA. HART. 
(Translation. ) 
Peking, February 1, 1852. 

The Foreign Board gives urgent instructions to Acting-Inspector- 
General Hart. 

Mr. Hart stated, in a despatch received some time ago by this Board, 
that, after his arrival at Shanghai, he had had an interview with his Ex- 
cellency Sieh (then Governor of Kiangsoo) on the subject of the purchase 
of foreign ships and guns, who had said that, if no more than 800,000 
taels were wanted, the getting of the money would be a matter of no diffi- 
culty ; and that if the Foreign Bosrd in Peking would give an order on the 
subject, the Shanghai Customs could, within a period of four months, 
easily provide at least 200,000 taels. 

Mr. Hart himself suggested that it would be sufficient if the Shanghai 
and the Canton Customs were each required to provide 200,000 taels: 
Foo-chow, 100,000 taels: and Amoy and Ningpo each 50,000 taels. 

‘The Foreign Board thereupon wrote to his Excellency Sieh, to arrange 
the matter as proposed. This is all on record. But as there is at present 
a most urgent need for the guns and arms, on account of the recent loss 
in succession of Nipgpo and Hangchow, in the Province of Che- Kiang, 
this Board has obtained from His Majesty a decree, commanding the 
Governor of Kiang-Soo, in conjunction whh the Superintendents of 
Customs at Canton and Fuochow, to provide funds immediately for the 
line of foreign steamers, and to commission officers to proceed with these, 
when procured, to the port of Ningpo, to cut off the escape of the rebels 5 
and also commanding the Governors General and Governors of Kwan-lung 
and Fu-kien to hire steamers for the same purpose. This Board has now 
to instruct Mr. Hart to lose no time in consulting with his Excellency Sieh 
on the immediate carrying out of these projects. Let there be no further 
delay when the steamers have been procured and equipped with arms, 
either of their Excellencies Sich or Tseng (Governor-General of the 
Two Keang) will appoint officers to proceed in the vessels, first to Ningpo 
to oppose and exterminate the rebels, and after that place has been reco- 
vered to clear the river and go right at Nanking. With such steamers as 
these will be we may hope in a given time to see that little plague extin- 
guished. As it is feared that the land-route is not at present quite free and 
open, a duplicate copy of this despatch is being sent ty steamer.

Sir,—I_have the honour to acknowledge the receipt, on the 15th of 
January, 1863, of the letter of instructions furnished to me by your Im- 
rial Highness, and to that, in conformity therewith, I engaged in 
ngland Captain ;Sherard Osborn to act as Commander-in-Chief of the 
naval force there organised ; and that in accordance with your instructions 
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in which you drew my attention to the three important matters, namely, 
the purchase of vessels, guns, powder, coal, &c., the engagement of officers 
and crews, together with the drawing up of every description of agreement, 
and the setting apert a guarantee fund in order to meet the claims for 
salaries, wages, &c., I entered into an agreement, in'thirteen articles, with 
Captain Osborn. ‘The important provisions of this agreement are = 

First. That Captain Osborn is an officer under the orders of the Foreign 
Board, from which he must receive all orders and instructions, so that he 
aay act in concert the Governors-General and Governors. 

cond. ‘That he must have authority aud control over all steamers the 
roperty of native guilds as long as they are in the employment of the 
mperor of China, ‘This is necessary because the men in charge of 
these vessels are all foreigners, who, under pretext of being in Government 
employment, claim exempiicn from all supervision, and then furnish sup- 
lies to the rebels, to the very serious detriment of the public service. 
Rroroover, it is a fact that steamers ownad by Chinese subjects do, under 
cover of foreign fag with which they stealthily provide themselves, engage 
in souggling and every kind of illegal practice. 

Third. Captain Osborn and myself agreed that there must be provided 
beforehand, aud deposited in a foreign bank, a sum of money about sulfi- 
cient to cover the pay and maintenance of the force for four years, #0 as 
to satisfy Captain Osborn and the officers and men that their pay would 
be punctually paid, it being apprehended that the pay would not be forth- 
coming, which might lead to refusal to work on the part of the crews; 
therefore this arrangement was made. In the mesntime we agreed that, 
until the arrival of the men in China, the vessels and their equipment 
would be the security for the claims of the force. 

T have the honour to submit to your Imperial Highness a copy of the 
agreement in thirteen asticles translated from the original English. —T 
have, &e., (Signed) ~~ -H. N. Lay.

‘The Prince of Kung makes a further communication in reply on the | 


subject ef the purchase of the steamers by the Chinese Government. 

‘As Captain Oaborn purposes disbanding the entire force which he has 
under his command, it is the duty of the Prince of Kung to set forth (be- 
forehand), clearly and in precise terms, the reasons why the Chinese 
Government has not been able to accede to the agreement in thirteen 
articles entered into between Mr. Lay and Captain Osborn. 

1. Article 4 of that agreement runs as follows :—* Captain Osborn 
undertakes to act upon all orders of the Emperor which may be conveyed 
direct to Mr. Lay, and Captain Osborn engages not to attend to any order 
onveyed through any other channel.” 

Now, as Captain Osborn is not a subordinate of Mr. Lay's, why should 
it rest with Mr. Lay to transmit the orders which Captain Osborn can 
alone obey? The Prince's letter of instructions to Mr. Lay only stated 
that when the purchase and equipment of the vessels should be 
completed they must procved to Shanghai, there to await orders for 
their distribution. ‘There was no such language in it as that the com- 
mander of the vessels should receive his orders from Lay, aud through 
no other channel. If that were the case then China would be placed 
completely in his (Mr. Lay's) hands. The Prince’s letter of instructions 
had no such intention as this. For these reasons (the 4th Article) cannot 
be acceded to. 

2. Article 5 runs as follows :—"« Lay, upon his part, engages to refuse 
to be the medium of any orders of the reasonableness (or practicability) 
of which he is not satisfied.” Now, in regard to orders that could not be 
carried out, Captain Osborne could well have consulted with the Chinese 
high officers (on the spot); but if it were as (this article) proposes, then 
the Chinese high officers could hold no communication with Captain 
Osborn, and thus important operations would be seriously impeded. 
Therefore, this article could certainly not be agreed to. 

3. Article 10 provides that “ Mr. Lay must, in addition, procure a sum 
of money sufficient to cover salarica, wages, and other expenscs for four 
years. Forthe present, while in England, the vessels and their equipments 
Must stand as security (for all claims.” 

Now this article shows that Mr. Lay cannot trust the members of the 
Foreign Board, how, however, can the Prince so far trust Mr. Lay as to 
hand over to ‘him, a single individual, such a large eum of money? 
Moreover, China has never followed such a rule as to pay four years’ 
salary beforehand. (‘This article) for thes: reasons cannot be agreed to. 

e above three articles are not only disadvantageous to China, but do 
not accord with the (Prince's) original letter of instructions. As for the 
less important objectionable puints (in the agreement) it is unnecessary 
to point them out one by one. bd 

‘he Prince and the members of the Foreign Board have scen that the 
said agreement in thirteen articles contains provisions very much at 
variance with the object which the Chinese Government had in view in 
the purchase of the vessels ; and now that Captain Osborn is about to take 
home and disband the force which he has brought out, the Prince has to 
express his sincerest thanks to the British Government for its friendly in- 
tentions in allowing the equipment of the vessels, and in granting special 
permission to officers to come to China. His Highness must also thank 
Captain Osborn for all the trouble to which he has been put in procuring 
the fleet and in bringing it out to China. The Chinese Government will, as 
a matter of course, pay to Captain Osborn and to all his officers and men 
their salarics, wages, &¢., and all their miscellaneous expenses up to the 
day of their arrival in England ; and, in addition, will present 10,000 taels 
to Captain Osborn as.a recompense for the (additional) trouble (to which 
he will be put). All these moneys to be given out of the sum that will 
be realized by the sale of the vessels. 

The Prince would also request the British Minister to be 80 good as to 
suggest an effectual method by which the money spent in the original 
purchase of the vessels, guns, and equipments may be refunded to the Im- 

ial Treasury of China, 

As these vessels are not to be in the service of the Chinese Government, 
the Prince has also to request the British Minister to withdraw and cancel 
the Chinese flag at present used by them. 

As the British Minister has already read the Prince's original letter of 
instructions to Mr. Lay, his Highness encloses herewith, for his Excel-

Sir, I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your Lmperia 
Highness’s despatches of Oct. 25th and Nov, 2nd, enclosing paperal 
connecied with the steam flotilla, and stating the reasons nel here 
weighed with your Imperial Highness in declining to ratify the proposed 
agreement. 

Your Imperial Highness will have observed that I have maintained the 
strictest reserve while this question was under discussion, It was for China 
and China alone to decide for herself on a matter so intimately connected 
with her internal administration, and I should have acted contrary to the 
spirit in which I am instructed to conduct the relations of Great 
Britain with China, had 1 endeavoured to press its acceptance against 
the convictions of your Royal Highness, after the long and full 
discussion the subject has undergone. The British Government, 
in the belief that this scheme had met with your Imperial High- 
ness's approval, had placed ships, officers, and men at your disposal ; 
but it certainly did not intend to force them on your acceptance, im the 
event of your deciding that the conditions on which alone this foree could 
get were auch as you could not agree to. I shall not therefore discuss 
the arguments advanced in your Imperial Highnoss's despatch, on which 
it is not my province to pronounce any opinion, and I shall confine 
myself to expressing my sincere regret that the details of this scheme 
wore not communicated to your Imperial Highness before the expedition 
left England, as much expense and embarrassment would have been 
thereby avoided, i 

‘My duty in this matter is to assist your Imperial Highness as far as 
postible in finding a way out of these difficulties, and’ have much 

Jeasure in acknowledging the just and liberal spirit in which your Imperial 
Tiighness is disposed (o treat tive claims of the officers and men engaged 
to rerve in these vessel’. A question may arise on the contracts entered 
into with these men as to the date up to which they are entitled to be psid, 
viz. whether up to the,30th of August of next year, or only up to the time of 
theirarrival in England. ‘This question [ have no power to decide; 
but as Lam anxious that the Chinese Government should be put to no 
unnecessary expense, 1 have instructed Captain Osborn that he is to 
take the opinion of a competent legal authority on the point, and to be 
guided by it. He in also to dispose of the vessels on the most advanta- 
geous terms, and remit the balance, after payment of expenses, to the 
Chinese Government. I can assure your Imperial Highness that you may 
have full confidence in him, and that after the handsome manner in which 
he has been treated by your Imperial Highness, no effort on his part will 
be wanting to justify 

As there may be some difficulty in providing the funds necessary for 
the winding-up of this affair, I will instruct the Consuls to advance what 
may be required out of the fortheoming payments on account of the in- 
demnity, the sum thus advanced to form a lien on the ships, and to be 
repaid out of the proceeds of the sale. I feel assured that Her Majesty's 
Government will appreciate the cousiderate epirit in which your Imperial 
Highness has acted, and will willingly assist Captain Osborn in carrying 
out his instructions.—I have, &c.,

When the Chinese Government refused the doings of its agent, 
L there was nothing left for Captain Osborn but to dissolve 
the Motilla—the question was, how could it be done with 
safety. I feared that the ships might fall into the hands of the Confede- 
rates) who are supposed to have agents in China, and then there was 
the common apprehension from lawless men on the coast in the interest 
of the Taipings as well as from pirates, and the desire of the Duimios in 
Japan to procure steamers at any price. 

‘It was clear that the Chinese could do nothing of themselves with the 
steamers, and that unless something were done by you, they would cer- 
tainly fall a prey to one of these several dangers. “In my solicitude, on 
account of the rebels in my own country, 1 made an carnest protest 
against the delivery of the ships to the Chinese. You responded in that 
spirit of comity which has ever distinguished our relations, that the ships 
thould be taken back to England, and that no effort on your part shauld 
be spared to prevent them from taking @ direction against the interests of 
my country. . 

Though subsequent events made it necessary for the ships to take the 
direction indicated by the desire of the Chinese themselves, stil] 1 should 
be wanting in appreciation of your conduct did I not mark it with my roost 
heartfelt thanks, and at as early a period as possible bring it to the atten-

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My Lord,—As [anticipated from the language of the Chinese Gor 
verninent, the failure of the flotilla scheme has led to their dismissal of 
Mr. Lay.” This step is in accordance with their system, for they hold an 
employe responsible for the management of any business confided to him, 
and reward or degrate him according to the event. 

‘At the same time they have acted fairly by him. ‘They have allowed 
him 3,000 taels (.£1,000) a-month for the expenses of his establishment 
during his residence at Peking; they allowed him salary at the rate of 
£8,000 a-year from the Ist of May, 1863, to the month of March next, 
by which time his accounts are to be made up, and they present him wil 
6,000 taels (£2,004) as a gratification on leaving their service. f do not 
think that more could have been demanded, as the high salaries given to 
the Custom-house employes were fixed un the ground of the uncertainty 
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of the duration of the employment, and it is impossible, in my opinion, 
to maintain that Mr. Lay’s dismissal is a oapricious act on the part of the 
Chinese, or that they not fair ground to complain of his conduct, as 
the cause of the pecuniary loss which this Government has suffered, and 
of the censure to which the members of the Foreign Board are thereby 
exposed. I do not admit that a man who serves the Chinese as an agent 
is entitled to exceed his authority, and if he does exceed it be must do so 
at his own risk, and take the consequences. 

Mr. Hart is appointed in his place, and 1 trust that the change will 
make the Custom-house work more smoothly, He will reside on the 
coast, coming here when sent for on business, an arrangement which was 
found to work satisfactorily during Mr. Lay's absence in England. It is 
very desirable, with a view to the maintenance of the Custom-house ad- 
ministration, that the head of it should not be permanently at Peking, for 
if he is he is supposed to act as the adviser of the Chinese in matters not 
appertaining to fe office, and thereby incurs the odium of the errezs they

Nov. 20, 1868, 

‘The sum of £251,060. Qs. 1d. was transmitted to me in England, in 
bills at six months (I will calculate with Mr. Hart whether this sum in 
Chinese money eorresponds with the amount of the bills he transmitted). 
I will give Mr. Hart minute accounts as to how this money was expended, 
and also a statement of the loss suffered in consequence of my having to 
cash the bills before they came due. 

2. When Icame to Shanghai I drew on the Shanghai Customs for 
120,000 taels, but as the Customs had no money in hand, I made ar- 
rangements for a loan to that amount on their account, the terms being 

at the sum should be repaid with interest by the Shanghai Customs 
wi twelve months. Afterwards, as the Amoy Customs sent up an 
extra sum of 20,000 taels, I diminished the amount of the loan to 100,000 
taels. 

(The reason why this money was required was as follows :) When I was 
in England 1 received frequent letters from Mr. Hart, at Shanghai, urgin; 
me to hurry out the ships, and accordingly (with a view to save time), 
bought on credit in England the stores and cquipments that were still 









required, together with the store ship and despatch boat, stipulating that 
thy prices should be paid as soon as they reached Shangl My first 
intention was to use (for this purpose) the Customs Guarantee Fund of 
120,000 deposited at Shanghai, but as I feared that sum might 


have to be carried to the fund set apart for the purchase of the steamers 

Mr. Hart having told me that there was still a considerable debt under 
that head), I was compelled to ask permission to borrow 120,000 taels ; 1 
found, however, afterwards, that it would be some time before the stores, &c., 
would arrive, and that I could apply [the Guarantee Fund] as proposed. 
For this reason the 120,000 taels were never drawn, though i still retained 
in my hands the authority to do so, in order to be prepared to meet any 
other expenditure which Captain Osborn might have to incur. 1 
diminished the sum to be borrowed, however, by 20,000 tgels, inasmuch 
asthe Fukhien Customs sent in to the steamer fund an extra sum to that 
amount. I shall ascertain, in conjunction with Mr. Hart, how much the 
Shanghai Customs has already paid (to the loan account). As this sum 
of 100,000 taels has not been drawn gr made use of, I hall return to the 
Foreign Board the dovuments connected with the transaction. 

3. Previous to my departure from England, when | was not aware 
that certaia sums or money had been sent from China, 1 gave a 
bond for £50,000 to the Oriental Bank, in order that Captain 
Osborn might have a sym to draw upon. Afterwards, on my 








arrival in China, I found on inquiry that Mr, Han did ‘not know 
how much money had been rent home, the reason of his not 
knowing being that M. Meritens (Commissioner of Customs 


at Foo-chow) had not reported the amount borrowed (and sent home) by 
him ; accordingly, after my arrival in Peking, 1 requested authority to 
draw from the Customs the sum of 150,000 taels, (After I left England) 
Captain Osborn received the money sent home from China (to wit, the 
sum borrowed and forwarded by M. Meritens), and did not draw upon the 
£50,000 for which I gave the bond. The 150,000 taels has been appor- 
tioned between the different Customs, and paid up in the following

‘These are all the sums of the payment of which I have been informed 
‘upto yesterday, Nov. 19th, 1863, for any other sums that may have 
already been paid in by the Customs, and of which information has not 
reached me, I shall account separately. 

4. The allowance for the maintenance of the flotilla, at the rate of 
75,000 taels per month, will amount, for the three months commencing 
Aug. | and ending Oct. 81, 1863, to 225,000 taels. This sum has been 
apportioned and paid up in the following manner :—

5. There is deposited at Shanghai a (Customs) guarantee fund of 
120,000 taels. This sum was deposited in the Oriental Bank, from April 
1861, the date of my departure for England, to April 1863, and 12,000 
taels interest at Give per cent, per annum has accumulated thereon. Prior 
to April 1861, owing ta the unsettled state of affairs, the sum was onl; 
temporarily leriged, and did not produce any interest ; this sum, priscipal 
and interest, 1 shall return inamediately to the Chinese Government. 

6. The cost of the vessels, guns, and warlike stores, and all salaries, 
wages, and expenses incu up to the arrival of the fotille in China, 
will be paid out of the item of 1,070,000 tela. 

7. The entire cost of maintaining the flotilla after ite arrival in Chica 
will be charged against the monthly sum of 75,000 taels, provided by the 
Customs, beginning at August Istand ending October Sist 1863. 

‘This sum of 75,000 tacls was originally intended to cover all expenses 
for salaries and wages, for ammunition, &c., for stores and coal, for 
rewards and compensations for wounds, and {or every kind of unforeseen 
expenditure. As, however, the flotilla has never come into action, there 
must be a large balance of this allowance for the three months to be re- 
turned to the Chinese Government. 

8. OF the. 375,000 taels allowed for taking the flotilla home, Mr. Hart 
and myself will aecount for 162,000 tacls (being the estimate for salaries 
and ), according to the accounts rendered by Captain Osborn ; 
Sir F Bruce and Captain Osborn will aceount for the remaining 213,000 
taels, being the sum estimated to cover miscellaneous expenses. 

No, 26, the last, is from Earl Rosset to Sir F. Bruce, stating 
the approval of Her Masssty’s Government of his conduct of 
this affair. 

We think it will be admitted that the following conclusions 
are evident :— 

Ist. That Mr, Lay has most completely mistaken his position 
and authority. 2nd. That the Chinese Government havo acted 
consistently throughout, and have behaved with mora than 
Oriental liberality, considering the loss they will sustain, which 
may be roughly estimated at £100,000. 3rd. That Capt. 
OsBorw was entirely misled by Mr. Lay in the first place. That 
finding the Chinese Government wished to make a mere tool 
of him to execute their cruel policy through the Governors 
of provinges, he saved our Government and our countrymen 
from such disgrace (similar to Soo-chow) by a bold and honest 
line of conduct in which his officers nobly seconded him, 4th, 
Tt is discernible in Mr. Bruce's despatches that he did 
not at all relish the idea of having the Inspector-General resident 
at Peking with equal or perhaps superior advantages to himself. 
5th. Mr. Lar and Capt. Ospory retire from the Chinese service 
with handsome accumulations, 





CAPTAIN OSBORN'S DEFENCE OF MR. LAY. 
(To the Editor of The Times.) 


Sir,—I can dispose of that part of the charge brought against Mro 
Lay by Prince Kung, to which you allude in your leading article of to- 





day. 

en present at a conference of the Foreign Board in Peking, when, 
in reply to a charge that Mr. Lay wished to arrogate too much authority, 
Mr. Lay distinctly told Wur-seang, the Prime Minister, that if the 
clauses Nos. 4 and 5 of our agreement were considered objectionable, 
they could be erased, but that, of course, some responsible European must 
be nominated, who could translate Imperial edicts, and vouch for my acts 
being in accordance with the Empsror's wishes, and consonant with Euro- 
pean ideas of humanity and justice. 

I believe the real charge against Mr, Lay, though not expressed, is 
that he was not artful enough to take advantage of our long friendship and 
my faith in him to induce me to enter upon such an undertaking without 
any pledges whatever. He would then have put me into exactly the same 
false position as Colonel Gordon has been thrust by his friends. 1 could 
not have retired. I must have acted under the Foutai, and fulfilled the 

rophecies of wise men who fancied I and my companions were merely 
Cired as Tonperial executioners. 

T have just now quite as much in hand as one man can well do, and 
‘Mr. Lay is well able to show his own case ; all I ask is, reserve your judg- 
ment until he arrives in April. 

For my own part, 1 do not question the right of the Emperor to refuse 
to ratify the engagements of hisagent. But I maintain that the agent, a 
man tried by ten years’ arduous service, acted in perfect good faith, and in 
the best interests of China and of England, and not witb any petty views 
of self-aggrandisement ; and that for what he did he had a good authority, 
which lies within a nutshell. I enclose it, it beara the seal of Prince 
Kung's office, and it Chinese translation of clauses in English, drawa, 
up by one of our own lawyers 
“ 1 therefore address this des h to the Inspector-Gencral, and trans- 
fer the management of the affair into his hands, 

“ There are three important points :— 

L. The purchase of the vetsols, guns, gunpowder, coal, and the mis 
cellaneous articles for the use of the vessels, 

2 ‘The engagement of officers, gunners, and seamen, and others for 
services in the vessels; and the arranging the terms aad conditions of 
every description of agreement.
